our city charter needs a thorough revision. 
Our experience as a municipality, and the 
growing interests of the town, have placed 
many matters in a different light from that 
in which they were viewed when 
our 


present charter was grunted. 
Tho 
feel- 


ing that changes arc desirable is confined to 
no particular class, but is more or less 
common to all. 
The present movement 


for amendment 
Is an outgrowth 
of this 


conviction and as such has a force that it 
could not otherwise possess. 


But it is lo bo regretted that the propo- 


sition for 
amendment comes before us 


in the present form. 
It would have been 


far better if an able and judicious comm'ttco 
could have been employed to revise the 
entire charter and give us changes 
that 


would harmonize wilh each other and with 
the spirit that pervades Iho whole. 
It is 


se!dom ILe case that evils of this kind can 
be cured by patchwork. It is like putting 


' new cloth into an old garment 
whereby

Should 
tho 
proposed 
amendments 


bo 
voted down it would bo well to 


have the whole subject gone under review 
and careful and considerate action taken 
that might secure ai! the improvements de- 
aired.

day next we propose to consider briefly Ihe 
claims of tiie several propositions submit- 
ted. 


THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

It Is only a ehort time 
since the papers were full of persuasive ar- 
ticles giving a reason why the city should 
place 80,000 dollars in the hands of this 
committee so lhat the city should receive 
¥100,000 conditionally given 
to us to 


establish a school of a superior grade.

have not forgotten the persuasive logic of 
those numerous articles to convince the 
voters \bi\\ this school w;th the appropria- 
tion asked for, would be self sustained; and 
these persuasions wore not wilhuui effect, 
the $30,000 was voted almost unanimously.

Milking and straining the Milk is done at 
one operation ; the milkmaid with her tin 
pail, linen strainer, anil.foil-shell, proceeds 
to Iho pasture ; seating herself beside her 
cow, she thus completes her arrangements ; 
the liuen strainer is securely tied over the 
narrow-mouthed tin bucket, and placinglhe 
largo shallow shell on Ibe strainer, she vig- 
orously directs the streams juto tbe shi'l!; 
overflowing the shallow brim,the milk pass- 
es through the strainer into the reccpuicie 
beneath ; the ohell being used simply to pro- 
vent wearing a hole in tho liuou strainer.

Dairymen's Association at Utipa, recently 
said : To use milk only for maliiug butter in 
the way it is now generally done, is just us 
wasteful as it would be to slaughter a fat ox, 
ami strip from bis sides as much of the 
fat as couid be readily separated, nud then 
to throw the carcass to tho pigs.

may think lliis an extravagant comparison, 
but I araieal to the considerate reflection of 
you all fur its justness. 
We object to con- 


vening grain into alcohol because of the at- 
tendant waste of food.

will not com- 


pare butter with Alcohol, hut in iis manu- 
facture is the waste any less ? Milk is not 
only the best animal food, but is viry much 
cheaper thou meat. 
It contains as an av- 


erage, 18 per cent, of solid nutriment and 
meat. A quart of milk can be produced 
and sold at less than one half the cost of a 
pound of meat. 
It is therefcne the cheap- 


er.
